We, the class of 1982, would like to 
dedicate this book to Mr. Gregory 
Anderson. He’s every NCJC student’s 
favorite, and only, history teacher. 
During our stay at Northeastern, we all 
grew to love and admire Mr. Anderson. 

Mr. Anderson first came to 
Northeastern in 1966. Since then he has 
given a great deal of himself toward the 
growth and development of NCJC. A 
single word or phrase cannot encompass 
all that he means to us. Mr. Anderson is 
warm, friendly, humorous, and out-of- 
the- ordinary. He is a Christian, a history 
teacher, friend, story-teller, Chairman of 
the Academic Affairs Committee, ‘sit- 
down’ comedian, and the best dieter 
we've ever seen. 

Mr. Anderson got us through our 
required history classes with a minimum 
of pain. A freshman was heard to say, 
“History was never like this in high 
school.” Mr. ‘A’ taught us American and 
Ancient History, Western Civilization, 
Old and New Testament, and American 
Studies. The typical history ‘drivel’ was 
written down and memorized, but along 
with it we heard all the gory, descriptive 
details (always much easier to remember 
than the test questions). He taught us 
about the Vikings and Speedy Gonzalez, 
a close relative of the Aztecs. We also 
received lessons in foreign language, as 
Mr. ‘A’ would occasionally lecture in a 
variety of foreign tongues, much to our 
dismay. 

Mr. Anderson was there if a student 
ever needed help or just wanted to talk. 
His office door was always open; and 
promptly closed three seconds later. Mr. 
‘A’ taught us a multitude of things; about 
history, about Christianity, and about 
life. He taught us how to eat, where to 
eat, what to eat, and where to go. But, 
most of all, he taught us something that 
is sometimes the hardest but most 
important thing to learn. Mr. Anderson 
taught us how to laugh; how to laugh at 
ourselves and to laugh with each other.
